OPINION ON NEW LAW

MIL HELL SAYS THE LOITTIT
AMi:mn:.T is co.xsti ti tioxal.

Hie City Ilonrd of Hcnltli May Decide
tf Ignore the Law and Pro-

ceed! vIth Vneelnntloii.

Assistant City Attorney Bell will give
the city Board of Health an opinion to-
morrow morning holding valid the Loutltt
amendment to the compulsory education
law passed by the last General Assembly.
The amendment provides that no child In
good mental condition shall for any cause
be precluded from attending school when
such school is in session. The object of the
amendment is supposed to have been to
make it illegal to keep unvaccinated chil-
dren out of school. The City Health
Board, notwithstanding the new law, has
required all of tho school children to be
vaccinated, acting on the theory that the
Lout it t amendment was unconstitutional.
The board asked Mr. Bell for an opinion
as t the validity of the law some time
ago. Tiie opinion addressed by Mr. Bell to
the Board of Health is as follows:

"Some time ago you asked my opinion
as to th validity of that portion of an
act passed by the last General Assembly,
commonly known a.--i the Loutltt amend-
ment, said act being an act entitled 'An
act concerning the education of children.'
approved March U. lfM. which is found at
Pago 470 of the published acts of the Gen-
eral Assembly of P.oi. Section 1 of slid
act, which contains the provision in ques-
tion, is a sfollews: 'Be it enacted by the
General Assembly of the State of Indiana,
that every parent, guardir.n, or other per-
son In the State of Indiana, having con-
trol ot charge of any child or children be-

tween the aires of seven (7) and fourteen
(11) j cars, inclusive, shall be required to
send such child or children to a public,
private or parochial school or to two or
all (more) of thse schools, each school
year, for a term or period not less than
that of the public schools of the school
corporation where the child or children
resile. Provided, further, that no child
in good' mental and physical condition shall
for any cause, any rule or law to the con-
trary, be precluded from attending schools
when such school Is in session.'

"Bv the Constitution of the State of In-

diana the General Assembly is given power
to provide by law for a general and uni-
form svstem of common ..chools. Section
1. of Article S. of the Statt Constitution Is
as follows: 'Knowledge ard learning gen-eral- lv

diffused throughout a community
being essential to the preservation of a
free government. It shall be the duty of
the General Assembly to encourage by all
suitable means, moral, intellectual, scien-
tific and agricultural improvement, and to
provide by law for a general and uni-
form svstem of common schools, wherein
tuition shall be without charge and equally
open to all.'

"Thus the power of the General Assem-
bly over the svstem of common schools Is
without limitation, except that, first, tui-
tion shall be without charge; and. second,
such schools shall be equally open to all.
In the exercise of its powers relating to
the public schools the General Assembly
has ptovidrd in the above entitled act that
no rhild in good mental and physical con-
dition shall fur any cause be precluded
from attending schools when such school
Is in session. The provision in question Is,
in my opinion, not in conflict with the
above-name- d provision of the State Consti-
tution, nor with any other provision there-
of, but is clearly within the powers con-
ferred, upon the General Assembly I am,
therefore, of opinion that the said proviso
is valid."

Notwithstanding the opinion of Mr. Bell
it is believed that the City Board of HeaPh
will continue to act on the theory that the
Loutltt amendment is unconstitutional,
and will require the school children to be
vaccinated.

A Voluminous Document Filed In the
Jsnpreine Court.

"What on earth is all tliat?" nsked a re-

porter as he walked into the office of the
clerk of the Supreme Court yesterday aft-
ernoon and observed a mountain of paper
standing on the marble counter. "Why
that is the transcript In tho appeal of
Joseph I). Keith, sentenced hy'the Gibson
Circuit Court to be hanged In the state
prison at Michigan City May 24," replied
George Iiatchelder, deputy clerk.

aration and tiling of briefs and examina-
tion of the transcript and record. This is
the first case since lst; in which the death
penaltv has been asked to be stayed. Prior
to that time the Supreme Court had held
that under the Constitution of Indiana
the Governor alone had the? authority to
commute, reprieve or pardon, but in

Afee, the two negroes sentenced to death
for the murder of drugj.ist Eyster In this
city, the court held that, while it has no
authorltv to reprieve, commute or par-
don, it d )es hn,ve the power to stay the
execution of a death penalty to a definite
dav in order thnt the court may have time
in which to look into the record of the
casi-- . The motion that will be argued next
Tuesday will be made in accordance with
the decision just mentioned.

THE NEW FISH LAW.

It Provision! Kxpltiinetl by Attor-
ney Genrrnl Tnylor.

Attorney General Taylor received a let-
ter recently from Dan Burlingame, an em-
ploye of the Erie Railroad, residing in Chi-
cago, asking for a clear statement of the
provisions of the fish and game law passed
by the last Legislature. In reply to the let-

ter Mr. Taylor yesterday mailed to Mr.
Burlingame a resume of the law, couched
in plain language, as follows:

"It is unlawful to permit dye stuff, acid
or other refuse to be thrown, run cr
drained into any wafers of the State in suf-f.cie- nt

iuantities to injure or destroy lish.
"It Is unlawful to use dynamite or other

explosives.
'Jt is unlawful to use any spear, seine,

net, trap, cockle or fish berries, or poison,
at any time? or place, except in Lake Michi-
gan or the Ohio or Wabash rivers where
they form boundary lines between States,
or in private ponds.

"Minnows may be caught with a glass
trap or minnow seine, wnich shall not be
more than twelve feet long, four feet deep,
nor more than one-o,uart- er Inch mesh.

"It Is unlawful to catch lish in any in-
land lake, except private ponds, by any
means between Dec. 1 and April 1.

"It is lawful to catch fisn with a hook
and line in any of the streams or ponds of
this State at any time of tbe year; except
that it is unlawful to lish in water either
partly or wholly covered with ice.

"It is unlawful to shoot lish at any time
or place.

"It is unlawful to sell or offer to sell or
buy at any time pike, pickerel, wall-eye- d

pike, percn, blue gills, black bass, gret n
bass, rock bass or other species of bass, if
such fish are? caught in any waters of this
State.

"It is unlawful to fish with more than one
trotiine having more than PX) hooks at any
one time: the fisherman must obtain con-
sult of the owner of the inclosed land be-

fore setting a trotllno thereon.
"It is a misdemeanor for on" to have In

his possession at any time any seine, net,
spear, giy, or trap, or any part thereof,
other than a minnow seine or trap.

"All licensed seines or nets, except min-
now' seines, must te disposed of within
sixty days from the taking effect of the
law. This docs not apply to Iake Michigan
or thV Ohio river or tho Wabash river so
far as It is a boundary line between Indiana
and Illinois. All licenses to use seines are
revoked.

"It is unlawful to catch or possess more
than twenty black bass In any one day.
Two or more persons fishing from the same
boat may not take exceeding thirty-si- x

black bass.
"No pickerel or wall-eye- d pike less than

twelve Inches in length, or rock bass or
crapnie less than six inches in length, or
black bass less than tn inches in length.
shaJ' be intentionally causht, and if caught
shall be returned to the water.

"It Is the duty of the fish commissioner,
his deputies and each sheriff and constable
to seize and destroy any seine more than
twelve- - feet in lencth and four, feet in
width, and all dip, gill, wt and pond nets,
traps, seines, spears and gigs."
